The South Coast Air Quality Management District £&&IMD) appreciates the opportunity to
comment on the above-mentioned document. Therletin addition to the previous comment
letter dated March 19, 2008. One of the objectdescribed in the Notice of Preparation (NOP)
is to attract visitors to the waterfront in Wilmiog. The SCAQMD staff understands the desire
of the community to develop more recreational speae the Port, however, the location of this
proposed project is in an area currently experiencancer risks of 1,000 in a million, according
to the California Air Resources Boardeurthermore, the draft Multiple Air Toxics Expasu
Study 1l (MATES IIl), a monitoring and evaluatiatudy most recently conducted in the South
Coast Air Basin by SCAQMD, confirms the highestaanrisks are found near the Port region
ranging from 1,100 to 2,900 in a millidnPort activities are a major source of dieselipalete
matter (PM).

The SCAQMD staff is concerned about siting the pegal Wilmington Waterfront

Development Project at or near the area of thewitntthe most elevated health risk.

According to the California Air Resources Board®RB) Air Quality and Land Use Handbook:

A Community Heath Perspective, siting new sensitive land uses immediately downwohéort
operations should be avoid&d-urthermore, the ARB Handbook is critical onrajtsensitive

land uses next to industrial facilities such as @oplants, noting facility specific information
should be obtained and analyzed prior to the seadénd use decision. The NOP states that the
sensitive receptors visiting the proposed projemy lre exposed to existing and projected toxic
air contaminants from Port operations and commoitdidressing these health impacts in the
Draft Environmental Impact Report (Draft EIR). TRBEAQMD staff recommends the Lead
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Agency quantify the cancer risk at the proposedigton Waterfront Development location
So it is clear to the public the potential healtipacts.

This proposed project should be an incentive tdPthit to expedite implementation of all
measures contained in the San Pedro Bay Port'si@gaction Plan. Considering the
anticipated growth in goods movement, major emissgaluctions are needed from Port
operations including trucks, terminal equipmenipshand locomotives. Implementation of
measures to reduce diesel PM should coincide Weldevelopment of the proposed project to
ensure adequate public health protection.
